the  International  Society  of  Sculptors,  Painters 
and  Gravers  of  London,  and  since  the  latter 
body  have  lost  their  New  Gallery  home 
and  facilities  for  exhibiting  sculpture,  the 
Royal  Acade..iy,  his  work  soon  commanding 
attention  and  respect. 

The  works  of  about  this  time,  which  were 
very  wide  in  range  and  numerous,  included  a 

Madonna  and  Child  now  in  the  collection  of 
Adeline  Duchess  of  Bedford,  and  many  figures 
and  portraits ;  the  late  King  Edward  honor- 
ing the  Sculptor  by  sittings  for  a  portrait  bust, 

•  'd  many  distinguished  persons  numbering 
' '  iiimgelves  among  those  portrayed  in  bronze 
and  marble.  While  portraiture  has  thus  been 
for  many  years  the  most  important  part 
of  the  artist's  work,  large  subject  figures  and 
important  architectural  figures  and  groups 
should  not  be  omitted,  as  some  of  the  figures 
are  known  throughout  Europe,  and  the  im- 
mense groups  of  figures  for  the  Welsh  National 
Museum  were  gained  in  competition  against 
the  whole  world. 

Many  of  the  portraits  of  recent  years  are  of 
special  interest  to  Canadians,  as  they  include 
those  of  Canadians  living  in  the  Old  Country.
